The State Convention of the Silver 


parti, which convened at Elko, was 
composed of representative men from 
all parts of Nevada. Numerically and 
intellectually it compared favorably 
with any political convention ever held 
in Nevada.

It approves the bill relating to 


contempt of court passed by the Sen- 
ate and now pending in the House, and 
it endorses the action of the Commis- 
sioner ot Pensions regarding the claims 
of union soldiers for pensions. 
It de- 


mands an increase in the volume of 
money and the improvement of water- 
ways and trunk railways to secure 
cheap transportation to interior States. 
It denounces bartering in the elective 
franchise, favors the election of United 
States Senators by direct vote of the 
people, recognizes the able and effic- 
iaut services of Senators Jones and 
Stewart and Representative Newlands 
in behalf of all interests that promote 
our welfare and favors the re-electior> 
of Senator John P. Jones. 
It opposes 


any and all efforts to disorganize the 
Silver party until the object for which 
it was organized—the complete remon- 
etizatioa of silver is accomplished.
